morning by being hit by eng ine No. 
1120, drawing p asseng er train No. 9 . 
Brakeman Conkle left here at 1:05 
this morning on an extra eastoound 
freig ht train, of which Morris Lyons 
was conductor. The train neaded in 
on the sidetrack at Smlthton to allow 
No. 9 to p ass. Conkle went ahead of 
the train to attend to the switch and 
let the freig ht g o out on the main 
line, after the p asseng er had p assed. 
Conkle was sitting on an end of a 
tie. while waiting for No. 9 , and it is 
sup p osed he went to sleep , or became 
drowsy, and when awakened by the 
near ap p roach of the fast train he 
w as dazed and was not able to quickly 
g et out of dang er’s way. As he arose 
to his feet he was hit in the face a 
g lancing blow by the beam of the p ilot 
of the p asseng er eng ine and hurled 
clear across the siding track. 
The unconscious form of the train­ 
man was p icked up 
by the freig ht 
crew and broug ht to this city. 
His 
face was battered in and his scalp 
badly lacerated. The injured man was 
taken to the M., K. & T. railway hos­ 
p ital. 
It is rep orted from there that 
he is g etting along nicely, and that he 
is not critically injured. 
Conductor Holden was in charg e of 
train No. 9 , with Eng ineer Llnabary in 
the cab of eng ine No. 1120, and they 
did not know of the accident to Con­ 
kle until they reached this city.

Fort Scott, Kas., October 4.—Mrs. 
Bell Rig g ins and her daug hter. Miss 
Clara Shaw, are In jail, charg ed with 
murder In the first deg ree. 
For the last several weeks, It is 
said, they have been starving , whip ­ 
p ing and otherwise abusing two oi 
Mrs. Rig g ins’ step children, a boy and 
a g irl, ag ed 7 and 3 years, resp ective­ 
ly, resulting in the death of the boy 
yesterday. 
The g irl is in a p recarious condlc- 
tlon, and her recovery is doubtful. 
The testimony at the coroner’s In­ 
quest disclosed a startling condiUon 
in the Rig g ins home, and neig hbors 
said the children were often seen In 
the alleys eating from slop barrels. 
The boy’s body is a mass of sores and 
bmises. 
The coroner’s jury ordered the step ­ 
mother and sister and the father held 
for the crime.

State Fair Held Last Week 
In September.

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The first meeting of the Missouri 
State Fair directors, since the fair in 
Aug ust, was held this forenoon in the 
office of Secretary John R. Rlp p ey, In 
the Royal Tribe of Josep h building . 
Those p resent 
were 
J. A. Potts, 
p resident of the board, of Mexico; 
John Dierwester, of Butler; Frank C. 
Hay man, of 
Houstonia, 
and Allen 
Thomp son, of Nashua. 
After disp osing of routine business 
the board took up the question of 
chang ing the date of holding the an­ 
nual fair. All of the directors were 
in favor of holding the fair in 19 06 
during the first week in October. 
That date, however, conflicts with 
the date of the Illinois state fair, and 
Allen Thomp son, who is p resident of 
the American Royal Stock Show at 
Kansas City, volunteered to have the 
stock breeders of the country sig n a 
memorial to the directors of the Illin­ 
ois state fair to hold their fair in the 
future the last w^eek in Sep tember. 
If this arrang ement can be carried 
out it will make a circuit of state fairs 
and stock in the following order: Indl- 
diana, 
Illinois, 
Missouri 
and the 
American Royal Stock show at Kansas

Such an

honors and p remiums at the Middle 
West State fairs, as it wrould material­ 
ly reduce the exp ense of freig ht ship ­ 
ments.

Here Is the story as told by Crowe In 
his statement: 
“For the first time I will tell the 
story of the so-called kidnap ing of 
Cudahy. Pag es and p ag es have filled 
the newsp ap ers of the country for the 
p ast five years,"'but not one of them 
ever even g uessed the truth. 
“In the month of Sep tember, I think, 
the 6 th. Eddie Cudahy met me at the 
corner of 
Twentieth 
and 
Farnum 
streets, Omaha, and told me he had 
a scheme by which each of us could 
make money from his ‘old man.’ He 
said: 
‘Pat, you can 
make 
$25,000 
without turning a hair.* He was then 
a lad of 16 years and I thoug ht the 
sug g estion was so absurd that I took 
it as mere rambling s of a kid. Well, 
be finally went into the p lan so care­ 
fully and with the evidence of p re­ 
p aration that I decided to see the 
thing throug h, or at least, to see how 
far the boy would g o with it. 
“We met several times later and 
ag reed that Eddie was to disap p ear 
and I was to write the old man asking 
for $50,000 for a ransom. This we de- 
jcided to cut down to $25,000. I took 
a p artner in on the deal. Later I quit 
him and took another p artner instead. 
As I will tell you later, young Cudahy 
g ot $6 ,000 of the 
$25,u00 the elder 
Cudahy left for ransom the nig ht Ed­ 
die Cudahy was released. I took that 
$25,000 from where it was dep osited 
to the house where Eddie Cudahy and 
my p artner were waiting for me. We 
sp lit the money immediately. 
We g ave Eddie Cudahy $6 ,000 in 
money and then my p artner and I sp lit 
the rest. 
After that we took young 
Cudahy to within 
a 
block of the 
Cudahy home. I g uess young Cudahy 
had that $6 ,000 with him then. I do 
not know what he did with it. I hid 
mine, and all of mine is g one now.” 
A disp atch from Omaha says that 
Young Cudahy 
p ronounces Crowe’s 
story a lie made out of whole cloth.

SUIT BROUGHT IN VERMONT. 


An Action That Is of More Than Ord i­ 
nary Interest In Ail Parts 
of the Country. 


Can the members of a labor un ion , 
asks the Philad elphia North Ameri­ 
can , legally be held in d iv id ually res­ 
pon sible for the acts of the un ion ? 
Can their 
separate 
an d in d iv id ual 
property be seized , held an d sold to 
satisfy claims again st the un ion , in 
case legal proceed in gs are d ecid ed 
again st the bod y with which they are 
con n ected . 
A Jud icial 
d etermin ation 
of this 
poin t has been mad e. 
This was in 
Vermon t, where a firm that claimed 
to hav e been boycotted d urin g a strike 
of its employes carried its con ten tion 
to court an d secured a v erd ict of d am 
ages. 
The firm in question was the Patch 
Man ufacturin g compan y, of Rutlan d , 
Vt., an d its legal warfare was again st 
the local members of the In tern ation al 
lod ge of machin ists^ 
Litigation began two years ago, a 
con spiracy of labor un ion s in Rutlan d 


an d throughout the coun try again st 
the Patch Man ufacturin g compan y be­ 
in g 
alleged . 
Boycottin g, 
picketin g 
an d other forms of an n oyan ce were 
amon g the griev an ces charged again st 
the members of the un ion . 
The Patch compan y en tered suit 
for $10,000 d amages. 
The trial that 
resulted was sen sation al. 
Efforts to 
hav e the officers of the local lod ge pro­ 
d uce their books an d record s were 
without av ail. 


After a lon g d eliberation , the jury 
gav e a v erd ict of $2,500 an d 
for 
the plain tiff, or the Patch compan y, 
the whole 
amoun t 
in v olv ed bein g 
$3,000. 


This was simply the begin n in g of 
the fight on the part of the compan y. 
In ord er to collect this Jud gmen t, the 
plain tiff began to lev y upon the prop­ 
erty of the in d iv id ual members of the 
un ion . 
This proced ure fell like a bolt from 
the clear sky upon the men In v olv ed . 
They are employed in v arious shops, 
quarries, stores, etc. 
Man y of them 
were n ot activ e in the strike an d are 
n ow n ot members of the machin ists’ 
un ion . The fact that they were mem­ 
bers at the time of the strike makes 
them liable, 
howev er. 
They were 
caught for sums ran gin g from $20 to 
$100. 
The d iscomfiture !n the un ion camp 
has thus prev en ted the members from 
d ecid in g upon a plan of action with 
regard to the results 
of the suits. 
Man y of them, an ticipatin g that their 
homes an d other property might be 
attached In the collection of d amages.

Building in Phoenix. Arizona, Enjoys 
That Distinction. 
St. Augustine is Lhe oldest town in 
the United Slates, but the oldest ho­ 
tel in the country, contrary to what 
one would expect, is not in the East 
at all, but as far West as Arizona, be­ 
ing situated in Phoenix of that state. 
It was built In the seventeenth cen­ 
tury by the Spaniards just after the 
erection of a wonderful governor’s 
palace, which also is to be seen to this 
day—the famous “Palacio del Gober- 
nador.” The hotel is a long, low, one- 
story affair, built of adobe, with a flat 
roof, low doorways and many-paned 
windows. The structure is now rather 
dingy In appearance, although it was 
no doubt considered really spacious 
and elegant when first erected. 
When, in 1681. the Indians threw 
off the Spanish yoke the hotel became 
a temporary fort. 
Many a successful 
Indian raid was planned in this very 
building, and 
councils of 
war were 
held frequently in the “tap-room,” as 
It was called. 
This old tavern has sheltered such 
men as Custer, John C. Fremont, Gen. 
Phil Sheridan, Zebulon Pike. Buffalo 
Bill and other 
famous 
scouts 
and 
plainsmen, besides many lesser heroes 
who, in true dime 
novel 
fashion, 
“went West to fight Injuns.’’
